Here tiien tW reader may depend upon finding an explanaiioit 
tlot only of fach terms of art, but of the feveral Rr» ihemfclvet to 
which thcj' beloi^, ■s4a4igbt-by'the-aMft appro v ed w m ftcn in each' 
of them. Whatever relates to the breaking, dircipIIniDg, and ma- 
naung horfes j the knowledge of their make, colour, age, temper, 
imd qualities i their refpcflii-e coantries j the manner of breedmg, 
feeding, and exerciliDg hoKes ; tho difcovery of die fervicei they 
are fitted fpr, whether the war, ilie raccj the faddle, or labonri 
and fohvardine and acc(JlnrtIOdati^g^hem■ iliereto, "are all feverally 
treated of under their proper heads. The more material part, and 
ftrifltf the farrier's province, has been particularly attended to j 
the defe&a and difeafea of horTct, (he remediei proper for a cure, 
together with the feveral operationi requifite thereto, are delivered 
Bt lame coofiderable lengths ; and a defcription ii given of all tHft 
inllnimetita nfedtn the praAice of the farrier, according to the lateft 
improvements. On the other hand, the furniture, and appurte- 
nances belonging to the horfe and his rider, a< well t^ofe ofed in 
the riding academies as in common life, are alfo defcribed. The 
leflbnt of the manageare rendered plain and eafy; proper refeic n cc i ' 
are made to thofe articles which have any aiEnity with odiirt ; aod 
all fynonymotu terms ate explained, with their moft proper nft and' 
application. . i 

A book appeared upon the fame ptan, between thirty and forty 
years ago, intitled the Farriei's and HorfemoM'i DiBianttry. The 
compiler of this work didnotmake the utmofi advantageof fach 
helpi 31 might be had, even at the time he wrote : -fiace whichf ' 
however, the art of farriery in parttcnlar has been greatly improved. 
GUi^K, Sracien, Sartltt, and La Feffi, have treated the fut^eft in 
a leaned manner, refcued the pradice of the art oat of the handS' 
of quacks and ignorant pra£Utionen ; and made ingenious advances- 
cowards reducing it into a rational fyCtem. They have delivered 
very plaufible [henries relative to the difeafes of horfes; and wiih' 
great accuracy ai]d precilion treated the farrier's praflice ; and Gib- 
fem has. belideit not only wrote a Creatife pt^euedty on the ana-' 
lomy of a horfe ; bat has alfo compiled a farrier's difpenfktory, 
wherein the defcriptioni, preparacionr, and compofitioDS,'of fuch 
medicines as are ufed in the diltpmpers of hor&s, are methodically 
laid down. Thefe are indeed the only authors who have treated

There is no fuch thing as an amble in 
the man*ge ; the riding- maliers allow, 
ing of no othet paces, befides walk, 
trut, and gallop ; their rejfbn is, that 
a borfe may be put from a tiol to a- 
gallop without Hopping him, but not 
from an amble to a gallop, withont fiich 
ftop, which lofes time, and jnterrupw 
ibe juftnefi and cadence ofi the ma- 
nage.

There are various praflices and me- .

Bui 
its inconveniincies are the weaknefs 
and lamenefs that fuch diforderty ttill 
may bring on a young horfe. Others 
attempt it, by flopping or checking liim 
in the checks, wlien in gallop, and thus 
putting him into an amazednels, be< 
tween gallop and (rot, fo that lofing 
botb, he necelTarily ftpmb!e) upon an 
amble. — But this is apt to fpoil a 
good mouth and rein, and expofea the 
hoife to the danger of a hoof-rfaeti, or 
finew-llrain, by over reaching, &c. 

Othert prefer ambling by weights, al 
the beQ way ; and to this end, fbme 
overload their horfe with mcefTive 
heavy fhoes, which is apt to make him 
interfere, or tliike fhort with his hind 
feet, — Others fold leaden weights a- 
bout the fetlock paftems, which arejiot 
only liable to the mifchtefs of the for.
